T, Alert Moore, general secretary of 
the temperance and’ moral reform de- 
partment of the Methodist church of 
Canada, Who preached a striking ser- 
mon at McDougall Methodist church 
on the work he is doing throughout 
the Vominion, 

“Who is there,” he asked, “who will 
not say amen that this provinee shall 
so forward to banish the bar for all 
time tu come?” 

A man in the rear of the church 
burst ovt with a fervent “Amen,” 

“And all you men and women, too,” 
continued «. preacher, “won't you 
say tne same thing?” 

This time there was a big volume 
of sound, coming from all parts of 
the church, The approvai was un- 
mistakable, 

Witt Not Make Depression, He Says. 

Mr, Moore combatted the statement 
that the uprooting of the liquor in- 
dustry ‘would result in large numbers 
being thrown out of work, with a con-

Martin Luther was to the reformation. | 
His main lnes of thought are for 
freedom and life. THe is a world poet 
—the first truly to transcend the 
bounds of nationalism, as he sings 
not only for India but for ali man- 
kind, and emphasizes the unity of 
the world and the world beyond.” 

At intervals in his discourse, Mr. 
Potter read several translations into 
English prose of Tagore's Bengali ly- 
rics.

HINDU POET Is 
SUBJECT OF SERMON 
Rabindranath Tagore, the Hindu 
poet who was awarded the 1913 Nobel 
prize for literature, amounting to for- 
ty thousand dotlars, formed the sub- 
ject of the sermon at the Unitarian 
church yesterday morning by Rev. C.

HUGE MONOPLANE FOR 
TRANS-ATLANTIC FLIGHT 


Gustav Hamel, Famous British’ Avia- 
tor, Having Immense Machine Built 
For Over-Ocean Trip. 

London, May 9.—A huge mono- 
plane, it is learned, is being uilt for 
trans-Atlantic flight by the Martin 
Handad@in firm at Brooklands. 

It is noticed, too, that Gustav Ha- 
mel, one of Britain's greatest aviators, 
whose ambition is to have this 
achievement to his credit, is a fre- 
quent visitor to the qorks, inspecting 
the progress of the machine. 

A small machine of forty foot span, 
built by the same firm, is now flying 
eighty miles an hour with a 120 horse- 
power engine and is lifting big loads. 
The mew mohoplane is of the same 
type, closely resembling the “Antol- 
nette” flown by Hubert Latham in 
the James Gordon Bennett race at 
Belmont Park, N, Y. 

It has a sixty-three foot span, and 
is fourteen feet from the front of the 
vings to the back. An engine of 250 
horsepower is required to carry oil 
and gasoline for a 24-hour flight with 
a guaranteed speed of over eighty 
miles an hour during that time. The 
machine also must carry a pilot, a 
passenger and navigating instruments, 
and wireless apparatus. 

She is expected to be the biggest 
and fastest monoplane in existence. It 
is officially admitted that the ma- 
chine is intended for long distance 
and-duration records, the latter being 
sixteen hours, twenty-eight minutes. 
fifty-five seconds. . 

If the new aerial giant can go for 
twenty-four hours, Hamel, it is said, 
certainly wil try her for a trans-At- 
lantic crossing.
